E it Ordained by the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, That all Monies up- 
on Bonds entred into in the Court of Wards and Liveries,or due by compolition befare 
the late Vote or Ocdinance paſſed both Houles tor taking away tlie ſaid Court,and like- 
wile all Rents due before the date of the {aid lite Vote or Ordinance, ſhall be received 
according to the direttions of an Ordinance of Parliament, for the due and orderly re- 
cciving and colleGing of the Kings, Queenes, and Princes Revenue, and the Arrears 
thereof, bearing date the one an&twenrieth day of September, 1643. And all perſons 
whatioevyer that doe oweany Monies, or Rents by Bond, or otherwile cntred into, or payable in the faid 
late Court of Wards and Liveries, before the date of the ſaid late Vote or Ordinance, are hereby required 
to pay the {aid Rents and Monies unto Charles Fleetwood Elq; the Receiver thereof, or to the Receiver 
thereot for the time being, who is hereby required and authoriſed to give ſuch Acquittance; or Acquit- 
tances, or Diſcharges for the {ame as legally he ought or might have done, if the faid late Vote or Or- 
dinance tor taking away the faid Court had not been paſied. And it is hereby further Ordained , That 
the {aid Acquittance, or Acquittances,. or Dilcharges ſo given, or to be given by the ſaid Receiver as 
aforeſaid, ſhall be g5od and lufficient in Law to all intents and purpoſes toall, and every perſon and 
perſons which ſhall pay in any Rents, or other Monies to the {aid Receiver for every ſuch tumme and 
ſummes of Money as ſhall be paid in by them as aforelaid ; and that the parties paying in the ſame 
ſhall be reſpeQively ſaved harmeleſle, and kept indempnihied for or by realon of the reſpeCtive Rents; 
or ſummes of Money paid, or to be'paid, as aforelaid. And in caſeall, every, or any of the perſons that 
owe Montes by Bond, or otherwile in the ſaid lare Court of Wards and Liveries, doe retuſe vr heg- 
lect to pay the ſeverall and reſpeive ſummes of Money by them due to the faid Receiver; then 
Proceſle ſhall iſſue out of the Court of Exchequer tor the fate, in ſuch manher as is uſuall fot 
vther His Majeſties Rents and Debts; And the Barons of the Exchequer, Officers, and other Mini= 
ſters thereof whom it tiiay concerne, are hereby required and authoriſed to iffue Procelle accor- 
ding'y ; And the Sheriffes and other Officers concerned are at their perill ts execute the iame, 
and pay the Monies leavied re{pecively to the {aid Receiver in ike manner, as paytnetits have been 
made upon Procefle in like kinde heretofore iſſued forth of the ſaid late Court of Wards ; And 
the ſeverall- Officers and Miniſters of the {aid late Court of Wards and Liveries re{peively whom 
it may concerne are hereby authoriſed; required, and commanded from time to time according 
to the diretions of the ſaid Committee for the Revenue, to deliver ſuch Schedule and Certificates 
of the Rents, Fines; Compoſitions, or other Monies in the late Court of Watds ahd Liveries up- 
on Bonds entred into, or due before the ſaid late Vote or Ordinance as thereunto they ſhall, be 
required ; together with all ſuch Bonds for the fame as remaine in their hands, or in the. hands of 
any 6f them; And in caſe any difference or juſt exceptions ſhall ariſe touching the ſeverall and 
teſpective Rents; Debts, Compolitions, or other Monies aforementioned, then the hearing and de- 
terniination thereof ſhall be teferred to the Court of Excliequer, who by vertue of this Orditance 
ſhall have power to give relicfe in Law and equity; in ſuch manner as the Court of Wards might 
have done before the taking away of the fame. And -3t 15 hereby laſtly Ordered and Orgained ; 
That all and evety perſon and perſons aQing by authority of this preſent Ordinance, (liall by 
power of Parliatnent be ſaved harmelefle and indempaified, for whatſoever they ſhall reſpeQively 
doc in perſuauce and direion thereof.
